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Row over cheese shop's 
closure at the Town Mill Jgp 
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A FURIOUS row erupted in Lyme Regis after 
the multi-award-winning Town Mill Cheese¬ 
monger closed down amid claims it was “no 
longer wanted” by the Town Mill Trust. 

After seven years of trading and winning more 
awards than any other shop in Dorset, Lyme’s high- 
profile cheesemonger Justin Tunstall (pictured inset) 
has shut his popular shop after a clash with landlords 
at the Town Mill Trust over planned changes for 
Lyme’s artisan quarter. 

The row blew up over the Christmas break after Mr 
Tunstall revealed that he would be closing up shop 
when his lease expired on New Year’s Eve. He ex¬ 
plained that, although he had wanted to retire and was 
planning on selling the cheesemonger as an on-going 
business for £25,000,16 potential buyers had dropped 
out. 

The Town Mill trustees have since been criticised 
for a letter sent to Mr Tunstall, in which they outlined 
their future vision for the art-led attraction, which 
would include tenants “who are involved in creating 
products and activities which will enhance visitor’s 
experience of the mill”. 

It is understood that the trust is planning to give ten¬ 
ancies only to those involved in making arts and crafts 
at the mill which fit with the artistic or historic nature 
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of the area. 

Mr Tunstall has attracted thousands of visitors, sold 
more than £500,000 of cheese and put Lyme Regis on 
the national food map by winning 39 top awards since 
he opened the tiny shop in 2008. 

On announcing the closure, he posted a question 
and answer-style explanation on the Town Mill 
Cheesemonger’s Facebook page, which read: 

“Why are you closing? Our landlords, the Town 
Mill Trustees, no longer want us here. 

“Surely you have rights? No right to renew our 
lease, which expires on 31st January 2016. 


“Why don’t they want you? They want a business 
that’s a better fit with the ‘Town Mill community ’.” 

The trust responded with a post that read: “ 1. Justin 
wrote to the Town Mill in July 2015 announcing his 
intention to retire and to sell his business. He ex¬ 
pressed a wish to sell Town Mill Cheesemonger. He 
wanted to know if the Town Mill would allow a po¬ 
tential new buyer to trade as a cheesemonger at the 
mill. After some discussion the Town Mill gave this 
assurance. 

“2. The Town Mill Cheesemonger has been 'for sale' 
for the last six months. The Town Mill has assisted 
Justin with his attempted sale, although there has been 
little interest. 

“3. The Town Mill has offered Justin Tunstall an op-

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Award-winning shop closes down 
amid spat with Town Mill landlords

tion to renew his lease and to continue trading at The 
Mill. He has decided not to do so, and to continue with 
his retirement plans. If Justin wants to continue trad¬ 
ing at the Town Mill, our door is still open.” 

Mr Tunstall then responded by making public a let¬ 
ter to him from Gary Willis, chairman of the Town 
Mill Trust, which outlined plans to create “much more 
of a community” at the Town Mill and to attract ten¬ 
ants which created products and activities to enhance 
the visitor experience at the mill. The letter said the 
trustees had decided not to renew the Town Mill 
Cheesemonger’s lease in January 2016 but were will¬ 
ing to offer a temporary licence to any buyer if they 
met a number of measures, which all potential future 
tenants at the mill complex would have to meet. 

Mr Willis’ letter read: “At the last trustees’ meeting 
on Friday, September 25th 2015, the trustees spent 
some time discussing your lease which terminates in 
January 2016. Your lease was discussed in the context 
of how the trustees wish to see the Town Mill develop 
in the future. 

“Going forward the fully-supported vision is to cre¬ 
ate much more of a community at the Town Mill 
where the tenants and the trust work together for com¬ 
mon mutual benefit. This way of working showed 
clear benefits throughout the summer, in particular re¬ 
lated to the Saturday evening opening and the way 
some tenants have actively supported volunteers. 

“We wish to support, enhance and develop these col¬ 
laborative events and this supportive approach. In par¬ 
ticular we will aim to attract tenants who are involved 
in creating products and activities which will enhance 
visitor’s experience of the mill. This has led to the de¬ 
cision that the contribution tenants can make to sup¬ 
porting the Town Mill community will be an 
important part in all future lease decisions. 

Nurturing a collaborative community 

“This outcome has the following implications for 
yourself: the trustees have decided not to renew your 
lease when the current lease comes to an end in Janu¬ 
ary 2016. However, a one-year licence could be 
agreed. 

“If you sell your business before the end of your 
lease, the trustees will consider granting a one-year li¬ 
cence to the new owners which could be converted to 
a three-year lease subject to the new owners meeting 
a number of measures aimed at nurturing a collabora¬ 
tive mill community (all future prospective tenants 
will be assessed in the same way). We would obvi¬ 
ously need to interview any prospective leasee prior 
to any agreement.” 

However, Mr Tunstall protested that he had received 
not “little” but considerable interest from potential 
buyers of his business. 

“When I objected to Mr Willis’ letter, the trust 
grudgingly said that they would consider discussing 
a three-year lease for a new owner,” he said. 

“The shop was on the market for four months, not 
six, and we had 16 viewings. Sadly, no-one wanted to 
buy the business and trade at the Town Mill. Had I not 
received the letter telling me that we were no longer 
welcome at the mill, then I would have looked at an 
extension while the business was still being marketed. 

“At this point the business had two options - stay 
where I was clearly unwelcome or move the business 
elsewhere, then build it up again with a view to selling 
after a couple of years trading figures. Accordingly, 
we are not staying at the mill. As I have not sold the 
business, I am unable to retire at this time.” 

The Town Mill Trust has recently received £8,800 
from the government’s Coastal Revival Fund, which 
will be used to undertake a “space feasibility study 
which will allow us to explore options for how the site 
can evolve in future”. But customers of the cheese¬ 
monger have angrily railed against the trust on social 
media and have voiced opposition to any new devel¬ 
opment that results in fewer food shops and more art 
venues at the mill. 

On hearing of the closure, one resident posted to Mr 
Tunstall: “And what exactly are they going to put in 
your place, let me guess - yet another mediocre art stu¬ 
dio!” 

Another wrote: “Why try and push out a successful 
business out of their premises? What snobbery from

the mill trustees.” 

A visitor added: “But your shop was the magnet that 
drew us to the Town Mill and other businesses there 
benefited from it!” 

Another visitor wrote: “I have never heard such a 
stupid ‘excuse’ from the 
trustees for the closing of your 
shop Justin, absolute madness! 

Those who control the Town 
Mill site should hang their 
heads in shame.” 

Lyme Regis-born TV play¬ 
wright Andrew Rattenbury 
added: “Another vital, thriving 
local business bites the dust, 
along with all the butcher and grocery shops. And in 
its place will be another ‘vital’ shop selling hand- 
painted driftwood seagulls and pebble bloody col¬ 
lages. How to kill a community. Soon everything in 
Lyme will completely shut down for five months of 
the year. Be proud of all you've achieved and shame 
on the myopic philistines. 

“Cutting through the veneer of political and business 
double-speak, it seems the trust wants to control every 
aspect of businesses in and around the mill. Which 
makes it near impossible for anyone, including Justin, 
to build a successful business on site in his or her own 
terms. 

“This wouldn’t encourage anyone to buy the lease 
and find themselves and their lives at the mercy and 
whim of a committee, however benign. It’s a sad state 
of affairs when ambition and incredible success is pe-

nalised rather than encouraged and nurtured.” 

Since opening in 2008, the Town Mill Cheesemon¬ 
ger has built-up a huge fan base with customers hav¬ 
ing included former Foreign Secretary David 
Miliband, Channel 4 News anchor Krishnan Guru- 
Murthy, Hugh Fearnley-Whit- 
tinstall’s River Cottage, TV 
presenter Valerie Singleton, The 
Who’s Roger Daltrey, Holly¬ 
wood star Carey Mulligan, 
Chris Difford and Glenn 
Tilbrook of Squeeze, and TV 
comedians Jeremy Hardy and 
Mark Thomas. 

Mr Tunstall was asked to pre¬ 
pare cheese for the Earl and Countess of Wessex dur¬ 
ing their visit to Dorset and was also recently invited 
to Downing Street to brief Chancellor of the Excheq¬ 
uer George Osborne on operating small businesses. 

The shop has won publicity on Radio 1, Radio 2, 
Radio 4, BBC1 and ITV programmes and featured in 
national newspapers including The Times, The Daily 
Telegraph, The Observer, The Guardian and The In¬ 
dependent. 

In addition, Mr Tunstall has financially supported 
many of the town’s organisations and charities, in¬ 
cluding Lyme Regis Football Club, the Lyme branch 
of Cancer Research UK, Guitars On The Beach and 
the Anning Road Play Park. He also regularly raised 
money for the town’s lifeboat by selling his empty 
brie boxes.

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Petition launched calling for local MP's resignation 

CONSTITUENTS CALL FOR OLIVER LETWIN TO STAND DOWN AFTER'RACIST'COMMENTS ON 1985 RIOTS 


HUNDREDS of West Dorset residents 
have signed a petition urging their MP 
Oliver Letwin to resign after comments 
he made in the aftermath of the Broadwa¬ 
ter Farm Riots in 1985 came to light. 

Bridport resident Sean Geraghty, one of Mr 
Letwin’s own constituents, has set up the campaign 
after it was revealed the MP, David Cameron’s pol¬ 
icy chief, blamed the major disturbances on “bad 
moral attitudes”, claiming the conflicts were not 
the result of deprivation or poverty, as white people 
had lived in similar conditions for years without an 
outbreak of rioting. 

Mr Letwin apologised “unreservedly” after the 
files were released by the National Archives last 
month. 

But Mr Geraghty, along with many other West 
Dorset residents who left comments on the online 
petition, feels that “sorry is not enough”. 

He said: “I put a petition online after reading sev¬ 
eral articles condemning Mr Letwin’s comments 
in national newspapers. 

“It gives local people, who he represents nation¬ 
ally, an opportunity to distance themselves from 
these comments that have been described as bor¬ 
dering on criminality by Darcus Howe [a civil lib¬ 
erties campaigner] and ‘out of touch’ by Tottenham 
MP David Lammy, and should they feel like me 
that in this instance, saying sorry doesn’t go far 
enough. 

“Usually Mr Letwin says sorry and everything 
goes away. Saying sorry for racism and poverty¬ 
bashing and carrying on as if nothing has happened 
doesn’t seem enough. 

“Signing the petition, for me, is a way of chal¬ 
lenging these views and holding Mr Letwin to ac-

count.” 

Supporting the campaign, Lyme Regis resident 
Simon West told the Dorset Eye website: “The re¬ 
cent revelations of Oliver Letwin’s opinion follow¬ 
ing the 1985 riots does not surprise me. His Eton 
educated early life was far removed from the mas¬ 
sively deprived society he was judging with his 
sweeping generalisation. 

“Whilst 36 per cent of the constituency did vote 
for him in the last election, I genuinely feel that his 
views do not represent those of the vast majority 
of people living in West Dorset which, whilst it 
does have an affluent side, also has a large popula¬ 
tion on very low incomes, reliant on tourism and 
farm work to make ends meet. 

Divisive opinions 

“We need an inclusive society and these divisive 
opinions do nothing to foster that. I look forward 
to the revelation of his opinion on the Poll Tax riots 
which were mostly by people with white skin.” 

Mr Geraghty has also received a message of sup¬ 
port from national organisation Black Lives Mat¬ 
ter, which have also set up their own campaign to 
see Mr Letwin resign. 

Natalie Jeffers of Matters of the Earth, which is 
working on the campaign, said: “We have set up a 
similar campaign and have a further 159 supporters 
to add to your 513. 

“Matters of the Earth is active in the International 
Movement for Black Lives; we have a broad reach 
and plan to keep the pressure turned up until 
Letwin resigns, or issues a full apology with ad¬ 
mission that his policy-making and recommenda¬ 


tions had a direct impact on the livelihoods of 
inner-city communities in Birmingham, Brixton, 
Tottenham and beyond. 

“We also demand the Conservative government 
make policy recommendations that amend wrongs 
of the past and inject investment into the black 
communities Oliver Letwin believed would be ir¬ 
responsible with funding. 

“We look forward to building a strong campaign 
with you and the residents of West Dorset.” 

But the West Dorset Conservative Association in¬ 
sisted that the troubled MP retained their full back¬ 
ing. 

A spokesperson said: “The West Dorset Conser¬ 
vative Association gives its unbroken support to 
our member of parliament, Oliver Letwin, whose 
hard work and dedication was recognised by his 
overwhelming re-election as MP for West Dorset 
at the general election last May.” 

In the memo, written to Margaret Thatcher with 
fellow future Tory MP Hartley Booth, Mr Letwin 
- who was an advisor in Margaret Thatcher’s No 
10 policy unit at the time - wrote: “The root of so¬ 
cial malaise is not poor housing, or youth ‘alien¬ 
ation’, or the lack of a middle class. Lower class, 
unemployed white people lived for years in ap¬ 
palling slums without a breakdown of public order 
on anything like the present scale. 

“Riots, criminality and social disintegration are 
caused solely by individual characters and atti¬ 
tudes. So long as bad moral attitudes remain, all 
efforts to improve the inner cities will founder. 

“David Young’s [the then employment secretary 
who came up with plans to encourage employment 
for black youth] new entrepreneurs will set up in 
the disco and drug trade, Kenneth Baker’s [the then 
environment secretary with plans to refurbish

council flat towers] refurbished council blocks will 
decay through vandalism combined with neglect, 
and people will graduate from temporary training 
or employment programmes into unemployment 
or crime.”

Dring), he is commemorated on the Lyme 
Regis war memorials in the parish church and 
in the town.

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Police see improvement in 
time taken to answer calls 

BUT FORCE STILL RECEIVING TOO MANY NON-POLICE RELATED CALLS 


DORSET Police are reporting a ten per cent im¬ 
provement in the time it takes to answer 999 
calls. 

In November 93 per cent of the calls were an¬ 
swered within 10 seconds - an increase from the 
same time last year when 91 per cent of 999 calls 
were answered within the same time. 

Calls received via the non-emergency 101 serv¬ 
ice also showed an improvement, as 75 per cent 
of calls were answered within 30 seconds during 
November 2015; up from 66 per cent in Novem¬ 
ber 2014. 

On average 8,500 calls to the 101 line are re¬ 
ceived per week - equivalent to over 1,200 calls 
per day. 

But the police say they are still receiving far too 
many calls which have nothing to do with police 
matters, which stops those with genuine calls 
from getting through. 

Assistant Chief Constable David Lewis said: "It 
is still a surprise that the force receives such high 
volumes of calls which are not police related 
matters. This is a concern because these calls pre¬ 
vent other people who have a genuine need to 
speak with the force from getting through in a 
timely fashion." 

These included a caller who rang 999 to say 
they were unhappy because a takeaway delivery 
driver didn't have any change; one who rang 999 
to ask what the non-emergency number was 
and another who called 999 to report: "I've lost 


my friend in the pub". 

Dorset Police say that ongoing recruitment has 
aided the increased performance and say that 
further improvements to the service could be 
noticed during 2016 as a result of new call centre 
technologies being delivered. 

Mr Lewis said that the 101 line should be used 
to give the police information about crime in 
your area; to speak to the police about a police 
related enquiry; if your car has been stolen; if 
property has been damaged; if you suspect drug 
use or dealing in your local area, and to report a 
minor traffic accident 

"If a crime is in progress, or life is at risk, you 
should always call 999," he added. 

Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn 
Underhill, commented:"! am pleased by recent 
performance figures which has seen Dorset Po¬ 
lice improve its response times to answering 
non-emergency calls on its 101 service. 

"The number of people contacting me regard¬ 
ing the 101 service has fallen over the last few 
months, however, I still think there is work to be 
done in improving public confidence in the 101 
service." 

The Dorset Police website also has a "Do It On¬ 
line" service, enabling members of the public to 
make a general enquiry, report lost property, re¬ 
quest a call back, message an officer directly or 
make a complaint.

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Join police officers on patrol 

LOCAL people are being offered the chance to sign 
up to the Dorset Police Lay Observer Scheme. 

It offers the chance to join officers on patrol and 
see first hand how the police work with partner 
agencies. The scheme is open to people over the 
age of 18. 

"We cannot guarantee what kinds of incidents of¬ 
ficers with observers will attend, but you may en¬ 
counter officers dealing with shop theft, victims and 
offenders of burglary, vehicle crime, drug warrants 
and people being stopped and searched," said a 
force spokesperson. 

Observers have to be security vetted, due to the 
information they may become aware of, or what 
they may see during the observation. This can 
sometimes take a number of weeks. 

Scheme participants must also attend a safety 
briefing prior to going out on patrol. They will have 
to follow the instructions of the officer they're ac¬ 
companying at all times and wear a high visibility 
observer jacket. 

Feedback will be sought from observers about 
their time with officers, so that two-way learning 
can take place.

Police budget to be largely protected 

DORSET Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn 
Underhill has welcomed the news that Dorset Police 
budgets will be largely protected by the Home Of¬ 
fice. 

The proportion of money that the government 
contributes to policing Dorset has reduced by 0.6 
per cent rather than the 3.5 per cent expected be¬ 
fore the November Comprehensive Spending Re¬ 
view. 

Mr Underhill said: "On the face of it, this is a fair set¬ 
tlement. As the Chancellor announced, the govern¬ 
ment now expect me to raise the precept by two 
per cent next year, to maintain the same funding as 
this year. I shall now ask the people of Dorset for 
their view, in a consultation which we will launch in 
early January.

Youth centres could be 
run by community groups 


MOST of Dorset County Council-owned youth 
centres, which have been threatened with clo¬ 
sure, could be run by local groups. 

The council reports that it has had groups 
come forward interested in running 19 of the 22 
youth centres. 

Amongst those who have come forward are 
parish and town councils and community organ¬ 
isations. 

A team of Bridport town councillors put a call 
out to members of the community last month to 
join them in forming a trust to run the town’s 
youth centre. 

Ros Kayes, a county councillor for Bridport, 
said: “Our proposal to form a trust to take over 
the youth centre was submitted and we have al¬ 
ready had a response. 

“It is vital that we get the right people on board 
and we have had several people kind enough to 
register an interest already. 

“We particularly need people with the skills to 
be a business secretary and treasurer so if people 
would like to express an interest in these, or any 
other role, please get in contact with the town 
council. 

“Our vision is that the centre should continue 
to do what it does and more. There are exciting 
proposals coming forward for youth arts, culture 
and music activities as well as youth work with

a range of projects expressing an interest in col¬ 
laborating. 

“If we can make the centre sustainable, we 
have the range of skills in the town to make it 
something special. But it has to become sustain¬ 
able and only Dorset County Council can help 
us achieve that. 

“Three of the council wards in Bridport meet 
11 of the 14 indicators for child poverty, and our 
job is to get Dorset County Council to face its 
responsibilities in supporting vulnerable chil¬ 
dren by giving Bridport the funding it needs to 
make the centre sustainable, because these are 
the children who need most support.”

• Challenge terms and conditions which aren't fair 
or are hidden in small print. 

• If you buy something with faulty digital content 
you can get it repaired or replaced e.g. online films, 
games, apps, music and e-books. 

• Demand that any poor services you receive are re¬ 
done or obtain a price reduction. 

Councillor Colin Jamieson, the council's Cabinet 
member for economy and growth, said: "As well as 
promoting consumers' rights we are keen to help 
businesses understand their legal obligations to 
their customers. 

"There are comprehensive guidance notes avail¬ 
able through the trading standards pages on 
www.dorsetforyou.com and Dorset businesses can 
call our business advice line for further help with in¬ 
terpretation. 

"Being more aware of the updated legislation on 
the sale of goods and services can help avoid frus¬ 
tration and disputes must be better for the business 
and the customer."

A detailed test of a driver's vi¬ 
sual acuity and field of view 
should be required every 10 
years, according to GEM. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams MBE comments: "We 
are worried that a large number 
of drivers have not had their 
eyes tested for many years - and 
some have never had a test. 

"Many of us assume our vision 
is fine and does not require a 
check-up; however we have no 
way of knowing this for sure. 
That's why it's so important for 
road safety that the Government 
take steps to ensure regular, 
compulsory testing for all drivers. 

"We believe it is unacceptable 
to operate a system where a 


driver can read a number plate 
aged 17 and carry on driving for 
50 years or more without any 
eyesight check whatsoever. 

"Along with many road safety 
organisations, we believe every¬ 
one should undergo a compul¬ 
sory, professional eyesight test 
when applying for a provisional 
licence, with a further test every 
10 years after that. 

The current 'number plate' 
eyesight test was introduced to 
the driving test in 1937 and has 
only been amended in minor 
ways over the years to reflect 
changing number plate sizes. It 
is the only eyesight test drivers 
are required to undertake until 
they reach the age of 70. 

According to GEM, the test is 
crude and outdated, as it only 
measures visual acuity (sharp¬ 
ness). It could also quite easily 
examine a driver's field of view, 
as is done in many US states, to 
check whether motorists can 
see and react to what's happen¬ 
ing around them. 


David Williams concludes:"The 
time has come to accept that 
the current driver eyesight test 
simply isn't fit for purpose. 
What's more, it is certainly no 
longer acceptable for drivers to 
self-certify. 

"As more and more people 
are staying behind the wheel 
into their eighties and beyond, 
the need for mandatory eye¬ 


sight testing has never been 
more pressing."

F OR anyone who may have 
read my piece on the 
Glovers on our website last 
week, prior to the announcement 
of the new Yeovil Town manager, 
no, this is not the same article, 
but me repeating what I said 
then, and still believe, following 
the confirmation of Darren Way 
as the club’s new manager.
